The Energy Solutions Industry includes production, services, 
professional, scientific, and technical services, as well as 
wholesale and other services sectors. Energy Solutions 
represents 4.9 percent of total private sector employment, 
employing 111,486 workers across 6,228 establishments. 


Location quotient (LQ) compares the regional share of an 
industry to the national share. LQs that are higher than the 
national average of 1.0 indicate a higher employment 
concentration within a region. The Energy Solutions industry in 
Missouri, overall, has an LQ of 0.98, meaning it is slightly less 
concentrated as compared to the United States. Some 
industries within the industry have high LQs, such as Heating, 
Ventilation, Air-Conditioning (HVAC), and Commercial 
Refrigeration Equipment Manufacturing (3.07), and Other 
Electrical Equipment and Component Manufacturing (2.19). 


Energy Solutions employment grew an average of 0.9 percent 
per year from 2015 to 2020, adding a total of 5,021 jobs. 
Energy Solutions industry establishments can be found in 
every county across the state. The greatest number of Energy 
Solutions establishments are found in the St. Louis and 
Kansas City areas.

The average annual private wage in Energy Solutions is $71,230, or $16,429 more than the state’s average annual private sector 
wage of $54,801. Most of the industries within the Energy Solutions industry have higher wages than the statewide average. The 
highest average annual wages within this industry were in the Professional and Technical Services sector (NAICS 54). 


Twelve Energy Solutions industries posted net employment gains between 2015 and 2020. The Semiconductor and Other 
Electronic Component Manufacturing industry had the largest gain, adding 1,720 jobs. Plastic Product Manufacturing and 
Architectural and Structural Metals Manufacturing industries each had employment gains of over 1,200 jobs. Nine Energy Solutions 
industries posted a net loss in employment between 2015 and 2020. The largest employment loss was in the Heating, Ventilation, 
Air-Conditioning (HVAC), and Commercial Refrigeration Equipment Manufacturing industry, which declined by 660 jobs.
